TO SHIPPERS OF MERCHANDISE TO THE 


UNITED STATES. 


In order that the provisions of a recent Act of Congress may be 
complied with, shippers are advised of the necessity of making the 


following changes in the manner of preparing invoices of goods to be 
shipped to the United States : 


7 Upon the face of every invoice there must appear, in addition to 
the items hitherto required, a statement of the time when, the place 
where, and the person from whom the merchandise was purchased ; also a 
‘statement of the value of all cartons, cases, crates, boxes, sacks or co- 
verings of any kind used in preparing the goods for shipment. 


For the guidance of shippers in determining what charges are 
to be stated, the following extract from the new lawis quoted: “ That 
whenever imported merchanifflse is subject to an ad valorem rate of duty, 
or to a duty based upon or regulated in any manner by the value thereof, 
the duty shall be assessed upon the actual market value or wholesale price 
of such merchandise as bonght and sold in usual wholesale quantities, at 
the time of exportation to the United States, in the principal markets of 
the country from whence imported, and in the condition in which such 
-. merchandise is there bought and sold for exportation to the United States, 
or consigned to the United States for sale, including the value of all 
cartons, crates, boxes, sacks, and coverings of any kind, and all other costs, 
charges, and expenses incident to »lacing the merchandise in condition, 
packed ready for shipment to the United States.” 


New form No. 138 supersedes the old blue form No, 138. 
New form No, 139 supersedes the old white form No. 139. 
No substitute is provided for the old yellow form No, 138}. 


There is no provision in the new act authorizing the seller to make a 
declaration as principal. A seller acting in behalf of his purchaser in the 
shipment of the goods sold is the agent of the purchaser:for that purpose 
and must sign the invoice and declaration as such agent. Tlits dispenses 
- with form No, 1384. No special power of attorney will be required in 
such cases. 


The new forms Nos, 171 and 172 are required only where the 
goods have been consigned for sale in the United States. Goods sold 
abroad to an American importer do not require the additional statement. 


Form No. 140 is to be used in connection with form No. 138 
and form No. 140a. with form No, 139. 


Upon application shippers will be supplied with such of the new 


forms as they may require.

Procnamation BY Taz Saanouar Taorar. 
| Phe following Proclamation has been issued 


by Nieh, Taotai of Shanghai »— 
I, Taolai of Sbhaughsi, Sangkiang, etc., 
dearn that slong the road from the 


Foreign Seltlements to Bicawei there are 
numbers of lawless people, filled with the 
worst intentious, and some of those people have 
‘posted up placards in different parts of the 
Settlements, w t attaching their names 
to the notiess, “Phe ocutents of those placards 
are ingulting and derogatory to the Roman 
Catholic Church ; every conceivable evil thing 
ie said about that Ohurch in the placards in 
the vain hope of oreating a disturbance, which 
would afford the lawless writers of the placards 
and their frien is an opportunity for plander- 
ing the well-djsposed inliabitants of the 


Settlements. I have now learived all this} 


and I am trying to catsh the concostors 
‘of these villanioug cits. Farther, I 
I have received telegraphic instructions from 
H.E. Lia K’un-yi, the Viceroy of Nenking, 
‘authorizing me to call upon the Naval and 
Military forces if necessary for the protection of 
all the Oburches and keep the Settlements in 
tranquillity, and those instructions, I assure 
yoo, I will faithfally carry out. If any Secret 
Society men, or evil-doers of any sort be found 
in the Settlements inciting the people to 
turbalenes and crime, they will be most severe) 
punished, To incite the people to violence is a 
proved guilty of it are, according to Chinese 
law, liable to be punished by strangulativn or 
‘decapitation, and by less severe punishments 
tor ‘the offence in a less degrees. The 
law on the subject is very distivotly laid 
‘down, aud those who are guilty of those 
offences can in no way hope jto evade the 
punishment due to their crimes, Foreigners 
‘in’ China, cither as merchants, or as 
doctrinal ‘teachers, are permitted to live in 
peace here by the will of our Sove- 
reign. Foreigners aré here either to trade 


legitimately, or to evangelize those of our peo- 
ple who care to adopt their doctrines, aud you 
are not permiited in auy way to trouble or 
molest them, or defame their characters. 
| There has been trouble lately at some of the 
other Treaty Ports, caused by some miscreants 
in the hope of obtaining plunder, Those troubles 
it is said were due ia some instances to a For- 


pelguer patting Chinese children whom be met 
aiddiked on the head or boly. If a Foreigner 
did this a cry was immediately raised that he 
had done some strange, atrocious ‘thing to 
poor child, the ignorant people misconstraing 
grossly such a simple act, and thas a great 
mischief was caused, much property destroyed 
wantouly, and much trouble caused to the 
Government, about whom however the mis- 
sreants who led the disturbance do no} gare ;| 
| neither do they cate how mich misery they 
bring on the people at large or how they ruin 
the places where the disturbances occurred. 
I therefore strictly forbi-l you to give tongue 
| 40 any falee ramours or attempt to create a 
bad feeling against the Foreigners; if you do 
you will bring doww the law upon yourselves. 
I will make secret enquiries and’endeavour in 
every possible way to haut down the roffians
